SERMON FOR THE WEEK 
JEREMIAH 


“The word which the Lord spoke to 
geremiah the prophet.” (Jer. xlivi. 13). 


EREMIAH, from whose Book our 
J Hafiara of the week is culled, is 
the prophet who most typified the 
experiences of the Jewish people in the 
Diaspora. Like them, he lived a martyr’s 
life lashing injus- 
tice. striking hammer blows on the anvil 
of idolatry, and letting the sparks fly 
whithersoever they wished ; and, like them, 
he discovered that few listened to his 
wiicrances Save im anger, 

The penalty for his zeal to preach “The 
W ord which the Lord spoke’ was—to be 
misunderstood, pitloried by false 
prophets and finally crowning a life of 
sorrows with the garland of thorns placed 
on the martyr’s head. 

The true greatness of the prophet, for 
all generations, consists im the fact that 
he preached religion as an inward thing 
and as a personal relationship between 
man and hu Maker. To Jeremiah, God 
appeared not as an absentee landlord in- 
different to the way his tenants on earth 
comported themselyes, but as a merciful 
Father vitally concerned—for the welfare 
of all those created in His image. 

Yet, m this great teaching, undimmed 
by national prosperity and only deepened 
by universal catastrophe, his warnings fell 
on deaf ears 
CYNE may well ask: Why did Jeremiah 

persevere in his uphill task? He 
himself supples the answer, for few 
Biblical books are more autobiographical 
Though he combined within his nature 
the tenderness of Hosea, the fearlessness 
of Amos, and the majesty of Isaiah, he 
also. possessed a sensitiveness probably 
not so marked in his glorious forbears. 
Many a time and oft, as he confesses. 
he fek ‘like giving up the thankless 
retiring to a cloistered 
life, turning his back on the violence of 
his times. But, he tells us: “ Then, there 
min my heart, as i were, a burning fire 
Shut up mm my bones, and I weary myself 
fo hold i in, But cannot” (xx. 9). In 
the end, he snatched victory from defeat, 
patience trom despair, and courage from 
weakness, bidding us for all time to be 
Strong and of good courage, not 
alirichted nor dismayed, and always con- 
scious that the Providence of God 
protects us as a shield. 

li ts interesting tO note that no prophet 
ss quoted more in the non-Jewish scrip- 
Ques, and that when the leading figure 
ot those scryptures once asked his 


disciples whom men thought he was, the 
answer he received was—Jeremiah. That 
this answer was received as a compliment 
is perhaps the best tribute that the non- 
Jewish world could pay to Israci’s out- 
standing prophet. 

To conclude with a brief summary of 


fifty-two chapters which comprise 
his prophecy will help us to grasp 
“his message more clearly. Being of 


priestly descent, he was a native of 
Anathoth, a little village four miles from 
Jerusalem, reserved almost for the exciu- 
sive residence of those priests who offici- 
ated at the services and sacrifices in the 
Temple. 


"THE diffidence with which he began his 
prophetic career, while still a youth, 
is reminiscent of the career of Moses. to 
whom, in fact, he bears strong resem- 
blance. Both prophesied for over forty 
years, and whereas the Lawgiver was 
cast into the Nile and rescued by a pri 
cess, our prophet was flung into '¥ 
dungeon and rescued by a slave 
(XKXKviili. 13). The real link, however, 
between these (wo great men of God lies 
in the sublime ethical ideal which Moses 
had formulated ai the dictate of God. 

period of his prophecy, the latter 
half of: the seventh century and the 
beginning of the sixth (8.c.e2.), was 
momentous in that it witnessed the nadir 
of Jewish independence in Judea. It 
had also beheld the fail of Nineveh and 
had been deafened by the crash of the 
mighty Assyrian Empire. In 605 (8.c_B.), 
Jeremiah, together with all Israel. 
mourned for the death of Josiah, one 
of the few righteous Kings of Judah and 
the instigator of the eformation — in 
Jewish life. Jeremiah also lived through 
the two sieges of Nebuchadnezzar, first 
in 597, and lastly in 586 when 
the first Jewish State crumbled into exile 
and destruction. 

Throughout i: all, he censured ruler 
and priest, and comforted the oppressed 
and the lowly of spirit. Had he lived 
to-day, he would no doubt have been 
censured by the lay leaders of the Jewish 
Community as ecclesiastic who 
dabbles in politics. - 

The close of his life is shrouded in 
uncertainty. He ts believed to have been 
stoned (0 death by his own people, whom 
he had loved so dearly. It was the 
Egyptians who buried him as a holy 
man. Who can tail to see in the life and 
death of this prophet the history of the 
Jewish people writen thousands of years 
in advance? 


L.UJI.F. CONFERENCE 
Need for Study Courses 


Delegates from 17 Universities recently 
aitended the five-day conference of the 
Inter-University Jewish Federation § in 
Leeds. At the inaugural meeting, the 
first Jerrold Roston Memorial Lecture 
was delivered by Rabbi Dr. S. Fisch, who 
spoke on the lite and work of Moses 
Hess. He gave an exposition of Hess's 
theory of the relationship of the Jewish 
religion to Jewish history, and indicated 
iis significance for present-day Jewish 
national endeavours. 

A Special Conference service was held 
on Sabbath morning at the Beth Hamid- 
rash Hagodel, at which the preacher was 
Mr. Alan Miller, of Jews’ College. 

it waS stated in the annual report that 
the object of the Education Department 
ol the LUJ.F. was to provide the 
student from the time that he entered the 
University with a coherent course of 
Study dealing with Jewish history, 
feligious and philosophical thought, 
language and literature.

“CHURCH OF ENGLAND 
AND ANTI-SEMITISM ” 


Reasons Given by Former 
Minister 
[By a Jewisu Curonicie Reporter| 


There was something in the Church 
of England which by its very nature and 
doctrine might be likely to produce or 
aggravale prejudice against the Jews, said 
the Rev. W. D. Watson, a former Church 
of England Minister, when he addressed 
the members of the Central Lecture 
Commitiee at Woburn House last Mon- 
day. Church doctrine was not a prin- 
cipal cause, but, in considering anti- 
Semitism, it should not be excluded. 

ere were three reasons why the 
should expect members of the Churc 
. England to be prejudiced against the 
ews. 

The first came under the heading of 
the Bible. Not only the story of the 
Crucifixion, but even the Old Testament 
itself was used to stimulate a bad im- 
pression of Jews generally. 


Non-believing “ Christians ” 

The second factor was the presence 
of Jews in a so-called Christian country. 
The majority of non-believers were 
among those who called themselves 
Christians, and many of the clergy _ 
thought of Britain as being a Christia 
country in the medieval sense of the 
word. He had found in districts where 
there were a large number of Jewish 

pkeepers a great deal of resentment 
among the so-called Christians at the 


. Sunday opening of the shops. 


The third factor was a psychological 
one. A sense of guilt produced a feel- 
ing of frustration and created the 
demand for a scapegoat. “ Something 
has gone wrong; we must blame some- 
body; we are not going to blame our- 
selves, so let's blame the Jews.” 

People who went to church could be 
said to have an even greater sense of 
guilt, and that feeling constituted a 
strong psychological factor. That could 
be linked up with the feeling of frus- 
tration among the clergy at the decrease 
in church membership and the rising tide 
of apathy towards the church. A par- 
son who conceived the idea that he could 
do nothing because there were a large 
number of Jews in his neighbourhood 
was inevitably going to get a strong 
prejudice. 

In suggesting a remedy, Mr. Watson 
said he thought a good deal more atten- 
tion should be paid to the psychological! 
aspect: than had been paid until ce 
There was (oo great a tendency to feel 
that the problem could be solved by 
enlighiening people as to the true facts. 
wares anti-Semilism was not rational 
at an. 


TORAH OR GUNMAN 
IN PALESTINE ? 


Mr. Laski on the Jewish 
Mission

What had happened in Palestine had 
done the Angio-Jewish Community irre- 
mediable harm, said Mr. Neville Laski, 
K.C., when he spoke on the problems 


wg Anglo-Jewry at a mecting organ- 
ised by the North London branch of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association at the New 


Synagogue, Egerton Road, London, last 
Saturday evening. The time would come, 
he added. when the Jewish Community 
in Palestine would have to realise that a 
State only succeeds if the rule of law 
is followed, and not the path trodden 
by the gunman. 

He was one of those who believed 
that the Jews had a mission and that was 
not a mission of the gunman but of the 
Torah. 

It was no use saving the only thing 
that matters ts Paicstine. That country 
matters overwhelmingly, but there will 
always be a Diaspora; and English, 
French, and other Jewish Communities 
are as much entitled to maintain their 
positions and keep their womentolk and 


chidren safe as the community § in 
Palestine. 
it had been suggesied, added Mr. 


Laski, that the Jews of this country would 
have a dual loyalty to Britain and to 
Palestine, and tt might be declared that 
the allegiance to Palestine should come 
first. But it was part of the tradition 
of Jewish law that a Jew should be loyal 
to the country in which he lived. If one 
felt that it was too hard (to maintain one's 
obligation as a citizen of this country, 
one musi give up that citizenship and go 
outside. 
Anti-Semitism 


Speaking of the problem of 
Semitism, Mr. Laski said that this disease 
which had always been latent had been 
strengthened by Hitler's propaganda, the 
release of the 18b internees, and by the 
evenis in Palestine. This anti-Semitism 
was widespread. 

Jews m this country musi now iake 
every step to preserve the communily 
There were enemies here and overseas 
Mr. Laski did not know a more potent 
force than the Council of Christians and 
Jews. and he hoped that the community 
would in increasing measure stand behind 
this very great movement. 

Referring to the Board of Deputies 
the speaker said that during has Pres:- 
dency of the Board he used to lead

the members were very much 
respected, because the Board was known 
to be entirely independent. To-day the 
position was diflerent. The President 
held an importan position in the Jewish 
Agency and it was impossible to regard 
the Board as other than a _ sub-post 
office of 77, Great Russell Street. When 
a Jewish State was established in Pales- 
tune, one of the most important things 
that would have to be done would be 
to make the Board an independent un- 
affikated body so that when represenia- 
tions were made on behalf of the Siate, 
these would be known to come from an 
independent Anglo-Jewish Community. 


Pooling Resources 


Mr. Laski declared that it was essential 
that the two great traditional bodies, the 
Board and the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
should pool their resources. There was 
no need for the divorce. 

-He also suggested that the Charities 
Registration Committee of the Board of 
Deputies should have the power to rule 
that a certain charity was redundant. He 
knew of one charity which collected 
£1,200 a year, of which sum £600 went 
on administrative expenses and £600 into 
the bank because there was nothing to 
spend i on. 

The meeting was presided over by Mr.

“ANTI-SEMITISM A GENTILE PROBLEM” 
Demand to Outlaw Fascism 


[By a Jewisn Reporter) 


Anti-Semitism was characterised this 
week by a non-Jewish journalisi as a 
crime commuitied by Gentiles—a crime 
which degraded the country in which ; 
was committed 

The journalist was Mr. Frederic Mul. 
lally, and he was addressing the Hendon 
and Golders Green Branch of the Asso- 
ciation of Jewish Ex-Service Men and 
Women on Monday, to whom he advo- 
cated the outlawme of Fascism. 


Legislation Problems 


He referred to the muddled thinking 
of people who paid lip service to demo- 
cracy, but who threw up thew hands in 
mous horror when « was suggested that 
it was time that they put some teeth into 
democracy 

Mr. Mullally examined the arguments 


against the outlawing of Fascism. I 
was said that to imitroduce leerslation 
against Fascism would result in a 


weakening of democracy. But what they 
were striving for in the demand for thai 
legislation was not to weaken, bul to 
strengthen democracy 

It was also said that were they to 
outlaw Fascism they would only succeed 
in driving ut undergroundgand that their 
action would, therefore, be ineffective 
What was there so wrong with driving 
organised Fascism underground anyway ’ 
That was where tt really belonged, down 
the sewage with the rats Ihe Fascists 
should not be allowed to come oul ito 
the open and dissemimate thew fou! 
propaganda ireely among the young in 
this country 

Morally, the case for the suppression 
of Fascism was unanswerable. Legally 
all they needed was an agreed definition 


of what constituted 
Fascism could be clearly identifi by 
three essential factors in is polics The 
was the theors of the Cor porate 
State; the second was the violent hatred 
of democracy: and the third was the 
mmsenparable factor of racial hatred. aad 
especially that of anti-Semitism 

A new set of laws altogether should be 
devised. It was not meconceivable that 
the Brittsh Fascest party would one da; 
be im a position to win power. by legal 
or illegal means. One of the first steps 
they would then take would be on the 
anti-Semitic sue For that reason. the 
introduction oi legisial On against mcite 
ment to race hatred would not by itself 
take care of the problem. It would be 
a step towards ut, but not even the mos 
important siep ‘ask was to 
Fascism and to ihe to 
take the Necessary action until they had 
won the great victory tof democracy. 


Jewish Community's Role 


In the people's fight to outlaw Fascram, 
ihe Jewish Community had obviously to 
play an active role. It had to be recog- 
nised. however. that anti-Semitism was 
hasically not a .jJewssh. but a Gentile 
probiem, and, therclore, the main un 
petus. of the fight against Fascism had 
io come trom non-Jewmh democrat 
people mm Briain.

Mr. Rosensaft’s Indictment

Belsen Jews’ Hardships 


Mr. Rosensaft, who is the Chairman 
of the Central Jewish Commiutice io the 
Briiush zone, and ot the Commiutice in 
Belsen, described the terrible hardships 
and handicaps from which the Jews im 
Belsen had suffered immediately alter the 
Irberation, and how, by sheer tenacity 
ot purpose, they had managed to build 
up what he called an “ organised Yishuy 
im miniature,’ with a complete religious 
and cultural life 

‘heir personal rclationships with the 
British. authorities, he added, were 
amicable, 

When the United Nations 
was made known, he happened to be in 
London. He iwnmediately left for Bel- 
sen. “ When I got there,” he said, “1 
did not recognise them.”’ After clinging 
desperately to the hope that they would 
be liberated, their hopes had grddually 
receded. Now every Jew in Germany 
knew that the teme had come when he 
would be set free

Semitism m Germany ws just as rife 
to-day as it was in 1933, 1935, of 1959, 
and no one can be certam that if given 
the least power, the herrenvolk will 
not revert to the dastardly deeds which 
they then perpetrated against the Jews.” 

The Jews of Germany, he said, were 
longing to go to Eretz Yisrael, and they 
were buoyed up by the decision of the 
Liniied Nations and by the knowledge 
that for the remainder of the lives 
they would take their place side by side 
with their comrades in the Yushuv im 
the building up of the country.

The work of the Commission, Mr. Lic 
said, was to devise effective and practical 
ways and means to implement the solemn 
decision taken BV the General Assembly 
of the United Nations. “* This decision,’ 
he said, “ was. not only taken by more 
than two-thirds of the General Assembly, 
but its supporters also included the 
United States, the Soviet Union, and the 
majority of great Powers. Your man- 
date is. therefore, firm and clear; you 
are to take all necessary measures lead- 
ine to the establishment of an indepen- 
dent’ Arab and an independent Jewish 
State in Palestine by not fatter than 
October, 194k. 


(ommission’s Tasks 


Mr. Lic went on to pomt out that 
the most difficult tasks facing the Com- 
mission were: (1) the establishment of 
the frontiers of the two States and Jeru- 
silem: (2) the progressive assumption 
of responsibility for administration, as 
the Mandatory Power evacuates; (3) the 
establishmem of Provisional Councils of 
Government in the Arab and Jewish 
Siates. and the direction of thei activi- 
ties in the transitional period; and (4) 
the approval of election § regulations 
governing the democratic elections to the 
Constituent Assemblies and the appoint- 
ment of a preparatory Economic Com- 
mission to pave the way for the Econo- 
mic Union and the Joimt Economic 
Board envisaged in the Assembly: resolu- 
hon 

Mr. Liv concluded his address by tell- 
me the Commission that wnfailing 
courage and irreproachable objectivity 
was required of them, and observed: “1 
am caimly confident of your ability to 
surmount all obstacles.

Demand for Troops 


Dr. Lisicky indicated after the mecting 
that the Commission would not decide 
whether to ask for troops until the situa- 
ton had been more closely studied. 

The Commission is expected to remain 
at Lake Success for several months. In 
the meantime, further appointments have 
been made to the Secretariat. Mr. 
George Barnes, head of the United 
Nations Press division, has been selected 
as chief public relations officer. 

The assistant Secretary-Gencral in 
charge of Security Council affairs, Mr. 
Arkady A. Sobelev, is expected to 
accompany the Commission during the 
first weeks of its stay in Palestine. The 
Secretariat will be assisted by Mr. Leo 
Malania as administrative officer: M. 
Henri Vigier, of France, Mr. John Reed- 
man, of South Africa, and Mr. Con- 
Stantine Stavropoulos, of Greece, have 
been appointed senior political, economic, 
and legal advisers to the Commission. 
which will also include public service 
experts as well as cartographers to trace 
the exact boundaries 

Among other appointments made so 
far are those of Mr. Ali M. Shamsee, of 
Pakistan, and Mr. D. Ghosh, of India. 
These appointments reflect the deter- 
mination of Dr. Bunche to choose aides

Draft Statute for Jerusalem 


The draft statute for the City of Jeru- 
salem under international regime will be 
ready withn fortnight, it was 
announced by the Trusteeship Council's 
Working Committee on Jerusalem on 
Thursday of last week. The working 
commuttee has. resumed its sessions 4ek 
lowing its adjournment on December 12. 
The Council itself will meet early next 
month to approve the plan. 

The Chairman, Mr. Benjamin Gerig. 
of the United States, expressed the hope 
that the Working Committee would reach 
a decision on the joim reports submitted 
by the two groups of experts regarding 
the Jerusalem statute. The Vice-Chair- 
man, Sir Allen Burns, of the United 
Kingdom, who will be unable to attend 
further meetings, was replaced by Mr. 
Leslie H. Gibson. the Palestine Attorney- 
General. 

The Working Commitiee has decided 
to entertain the request of “ qualified 
representatives of communities whose 
spiritual and religious interests are 
located in the City of Jerusalem” to 
present their views on questions relating 
to the status of the city. 


Britain's “Secret Plans 


The -United Nations Palestine Com- 
mission met m secret session on Wednes- 
day and Thursday to hear Sir Alexander 
Cadogan disclose details of Britain's plan 
for co-operating with the Commission 
when it takes Palestine over. 

Sir Alexander is understood to have 
declared that the. Palestine situation “ is 
so tense that it would be impossible to 
divulge any of Britain’s plans except in a 
secret session.’ —( Reuter.)

A tract of 200 dunams in this territory 
will be called “Z.O.A. Golden Jubilee 
Colony ” in commemoration of the 50th 
anniversary of the tounding of the 
Zionist Organisation of America. This 
will be the first unit of the 50,000 dunams 
ot land in Palestine scheduled tw be 
redeemed in connection with this event. 

Dr. Emanuel Neumann, Chairman of 
the Organisation, announced here that 
the construction of the new settlement 
will be supervised by the World Con- 
federation of General Zionists.’ It will 
uluumately provide accommodation for 
2,000 people, including refugees, tourists, 
and Palestinian residents who have not 
yet been satisfactorily housed. 

A feature of the new colony will be the 
construction of modern hotel apartments 
for English-speaking tourists. The plans 
also envisage educational and recreational 
facilities modelled on American lines. 
Streets will be named after prominent 
Americans and distinguished Zionists,

Seized by American Police 

New seizures of arms and explosives. 
alleged to be destined tor Palestine, have 
been reported during the week from ‘he 
United States. 

A third shipment of cyclonite, totalling 
consigned.,to the same 
address as the previous shipments, was 
discovered by the authorities on Friday. 
(yclonite is said to be. six times as 
powerful as dynamite. Three more 
trucks containing 60 tons of explosives 
were seized in Upper New York Siate. 

On Sunday, Mr. Leonard M. Weis- 
man, American-born owner of the Export 
Company, issued a statement declaring 
that he had bought legally the discovered 
explosives for a Hagana representative 
who had shown him credentials of the 
Jewish Agency and informed him that a 
sum of $750,000 had been set aside for 
buying equipment. Mr. Weisman was 
released by the authorities after he had 
proved that the acquisition of the explo- 
sives was legal, but the police arrested 
an unnamed Hagana representative 

“ Honour as a Jew” 

‘| consider it an honour, 
American born and second as a Jew, 
legally to procure the means of self- 
defence for the new Jewish State against 
the Arabs,” declared Mr. Weisman. 

An. additonal cache,  containin 
50,000 Ib. of explosives, was discovere 
on a New Jersey farm addressed to the 
“ Foundry Associates, 41 East Forty- 
Second Strect, New York.” It was 
found thay no such firm exists. 

Mr. Charles Loewy, of Asbury Park. 
has been charged with transporung and 
storing explosives without: a permit. 
number of other men have also 
arrested. 

United Siates police have also confis- 
cated 5,200 combat Knives and neariy 
80 tons of a consignment of 100 tons 
of surplus Army explosives, which, they 
said, had been gathered by Zionists for 
illegal shipment to Palestine. 

_At Romulus, Lt.-Col. Robert Judson, 
Commander of Seneca Ordnance Depot, 
announced that an embargo had been 
imposed on the further release of surplus 
explosives sold by the War Assets 
Administration. 

A Congressional investigation has been 
demanded by some Congressmen con- 
cerning the sale of explosives to Hagana. 

Mr. Weisman declared later that “‘every 
legal step’ will be taken to recover the 
explosives seized by the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, and that if they were 
recovered, steps would be taken to obtain 
permission for them to be shipped to 
Palestine. They had been bought with 
the idea of storing them in the U.S.A. 
until the British leave Palestine. 

“As an American and a Jew, I do aot 
want people to get the impression that 
we are conducting a vast secret con- 
spiracy here,” he added. “The United 

tates authorities were aware of our 
transaction.’ —().T.A. and Reuter.)

POLISH JEWS AND 
PALESTINE 
Communist Approval

In 
the declaration, all members and branches 
are urged to hold meetings in order to 
explain the importance of this “ historic 
decision’ and the part which Poland 
Soviet Russia, and other countries r 
by “* peoples’ democracies had played 
in the realisation of this age-long Jewish 
aspiration. 

The declaration also pledges the help 
of Polish Jewry for the Jewish State now 
being born. “ The Jewish Community in 
Poland,” it says, “ will, in the future, as 
in the past, form a basis for our brethren 
in Palestine in their new struggles for 
liberty and freedom.” 

It is reported that the declaration, 
which caused considerable surprise, was 


“issued spontaneously by the Jewish Com- 


munist Party, whose leaders and members 
seem to be genuincly happy at the 
establishment of the Jewish State. It is 
significant that at the numerous meetings 
held by Jews in Poland since the United 
Nations decision, Jewish Communist 
speakers have emphasised their friendly 
attitude to Palestine, in sharp contrast 
to the Jewish Socialists of the “ Bund,” 
who continue to remain hostile to the 
idea of a Jewish State. 

The eagerness with which Jewish Com- 
munists in Poland have greeted the events 
in Palestine has caused bitter commenis 
in Bundist circles, but jis, nevertheless, 
welcomed by other Jewish parties. 


“Recruitment” Drive 
A movement is on foot among young 


Jews in Poland to seek to register for 
service with the Jewish police force and 
a Jewish Army in Palestine. At an 


inaugural meeting held by members of 
Jewish sports organisations in Warsaw, 
it was decided to seck permission from 
the Polish Government to leave the 
country legally and go to Palestine. 

So far, the number of youths who have 
decided to register is reported to be 
small. but is expected to grow if facilities 
to go to Palesting are made avaiable.

A Personal Message from 


Dr. CHAIM WEIZMANN 


To the Jews of this generation has come 


re-establishing the Jewish State. It has 
been the unquenchable yearning of our 
people through nineteen hundred years. 
That faith has sustained us through al! the 
bitter centuries of persecution and frustra- 
tion. But now the age-long wandering is 
ending, and the Jewish Nation is invited 
home. The assembly of the Nations, the 
court and the conscience of the world, has 
recognised our right, and summons us to 
build anew the Jewish State. 

This historic decision, greater in its 
solemnity, and perhaps more momentous 
in its consequences than even the return 
from Babylon, has fired the imagination 
and stirred the ardour of every veritable 
Jew. This is our finest hour, and we must 
be worthy of it. We are reaping the 
harvest of the endurance, the sufferings 
and the sacrifices of unnumbered genera- 
tions. We must pay our debt to them, by 
building securely for the generations to 
come who will carry on their heritage of 
faith and tradition. 

The honour that has fallen to us is great, 
but the responsibility is heavy. !t could be 
no light task to build up a State under the 
most favourable conditions, and with 
general sympathy and co-operation, but 
we are not spared enemies, and like our 
forefathers, we shall have to build with 
one hand, and defend ourselves with the 
other. The full weight of the task falls 
upon our people in Palestine. They are 
giving of their blood, as of their substance, 
and in full measure without stint or 
hesitation. They look to every Jew in the 
Dispersion to support them, to free them 
for the supreme constructive struggle 
they are carrying through to victory on 
behalf of us all, and to bring home at last 
the refugees who have waited so long for 
deliverance. 

To the Jews of these islands has 
been given the honour of contributing 
£2,500,000 to the great work that must be 
done. What the generations of Moses and 
of Joshua, of Ezra and Nehemia did we 
are now privileged to do, and to renew 
what they created in the spirit and the 
form of our own time. There could be no 
loftier task, and no nobler opportunity 
for us, and blessed indeed are we that it 
should have come in our day. The hour 
has struck, the call has come, and we 
answer “‘Hinnenu, we are here.”

The American Scene 


DR. BAECK AT THE 
WHITE HOUSE 


{From our Correspondents| 
WASHINGTON 


Rabbi Dr. Leo Baeck was received by 
Presiden: Truman at the White House 
on Thursday morning of last week. They 
discussed problems dealing with Palecs- 
tine, the Jewish people, and mankind. 

Later, Dr. Baeck told me that Mr. 
Truman spoke hopefully about Palestine. 
Despite the present difficulties, he had 
high expectations that the situation 
would stabilise soon. 

Dr. Baeck assured Mr. Truman that 
the Jewish people were grateful for his 
efforts and for U.S. support of the 
Jewish cause. He also told the President 
that the social programme he had out- 
lined to Congress the previous day, held 
out hope for all mankind, in addition to 
Americans, because it revived the belief 
in democracy which was conceived in 
religion. 

Dr. Baecck was imprisoned in a Nazi 
concentration camp for over two years 
and was the leader of the German Jewish 
Community throughout the Hitler era. 
In 1946, he was elected President of the 
World Union for Progressive Judaism, 
and is thus the titular head of the Pro- 
gressive Jewish Movement throughout 
the world. 


NO REQUEST TO SEND 
MARINES TO PALESTINE 


The State Department released a statc- 
ment here on Saturday denying that per- 
mission had been asked to send Ameri- 
can Marines to Jerusalem. The state- 
ment was issued in reply to reports from 
London that the U.S. had applied for 
such permission and that the permission 
had been. granted by the Palestine 
Government. The following is the text 
of the State Department's statement: 

“This Government has never asked 
permission from either the Palestine 
Government or the British Government 


to send Marines to Palestine. _ Reports 
from London probably arise from the 
fact that the Consul-General in Jeru- 


salem has discussed informally with the 
Palestine Government the necessity for 
taking measures to increase the security 
of the Consulate-General personnel and 
property. 

“ During the informal discussions with 
the Palestine Government, the question 
of the necessity for sending American 
guards arose. No decisions were reached 
and have not been reached. It will be 
recalied in this connection that the Con- 
sulate-General in Jerusalem was recenily 
bombed.” 


TRADE UNION WANTS 
D.P.s BARRED 


The INTERNATIONAL TEAMSTER, jOur- 
nal of the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters of America, in an editorial 
in its current susue, describes displaced 
persons as “vicious characiers, and 
calls on Congress to cut the present im- 
migration quotas even lower, or to eclimi- 
nate immigration to the U.S. entirely. 
The Teamsters’ union has been known 
for many years for its anti-alien policy 
and is to-day the only remaining large 
labour organisation in the country which 
is opposed to the admission of any D.P.s.

SUBDUED JOY AT 
U.N. DECISION 


Revisionists in Quandary

CAaPETOWN 


The decision of the United Nations 
on Palestine stirred South African Jewry 
to its depths. Overnight, many non- 
Zionists, as well as lukewarm supporters 
of the Jewish national ideal, became 
wholechearted in their devotion to Eretz 
Yisrael and fully accepted the implica- 
ions of the projected Jewish State. 

he conversion was not mercly a 
theoretical one. It quickly expressed 
itself in practical endeavour of a mos: 
gratifying and sometimes quite unex- 
pected nature. 

It was pleasing to observe, however. 
that the tone of the public celebrations 
was subdued. keynote was: 
Giln_ Bir'adah—* Rejoice tremblingly! 
Emphasis was laid on thanksgiving, and 
almost every synagogue throughout the 
Union arranged some suitable form of 
service, At the public mectings, the 
speeches were, on the whole, restrained. 
Speakers tended to stress the great sacri- 
hee on the part of our people entailed 
by partition, and the anxious struggle 
that lay ahead before the Jewish State 
would become securely. established 


A Generous Response 


In contrast to the sobriety that marked 
the public demonstrations. the response 
to the Emergency Drive, which was im- 
mediatcly inaugurated, was truly hearten- 
ing. The South African Jew is not an 
ungenecrous giver. On this occasion the 
community rose to new heights. Genuine 
sacrifices were made; some people gave 
ull it hurt. The case of the young mar- 
ried man who took a mortgage on his 
house in order to make a worthy contri- 
bution to the fund, cannot be cited as 
entirely typical, but it is mone the less 
significant of the general reaction, and 
is by no means a solitary instance of the 
readiness to give to the utmost to the 
defence of the Yishuy and the burgeon- 
ing Jewish State. 

A hasty and ill-advised call for man- 
power was also made. But the practi- 
cal difficulties were soon realised and 
the plan was dropped. Our youth. how- 
ever, left the Zionist Federation in no 
doubt as to their eagerness to enlist 
Even more interesting is the fact that 
quite a number of Gentiles voluntecred 
to join the Jewish forces in Palestine 


Fractious Revisionists 


At the meeting of the South African 
Zionist Council, held on December 13 
the Palestine situation dominated the 
discussions. The Revisienists were frac- 
tious and obstreperous, and but for the 
supreme tact and “Olympic calm” of 
the Chairman, Mr. Bernard Gering. the 
deliberations would, at more than one 
point, have become superheated and ex- 
plosive. Ihe United Nations decision 
was undoubtedly a colossal political blow 
to the Revisionists. Not only has thei: 
position vis-a-vis the other parties 
become immeasurably weakened. but a 
serious schism has developed in thei 
own midst. The less “ heroic ” clements 
would like to drop the terrorists. but the 
extremists are doing all in their power to 
make the others toe the dissident line 
According to a report from a source 
usually reliable, one of the leaders of 
the S.A. Revisionists is anxiously look- 
ing for an opportunity to quit “ the 
sinking ship.” His plan, it jis stated. is 
to attend the next meeting of the Actions 
Committee, and to announce on his re- 
turn to the Union a complete break with 
his present party. While there is little 
doubt that the stofy is well founded, it 
is still questionable whether the dichards 
will let the “ capiain™ so easily forsake 
his crew. Only time can tell who will 
win this party tug-of-war, but it is signifi- 
camt that, after much heated argument, 
both at the Council sessions and in 
caucus, the Revisionists agreed to the 
following unanimous resolution: 

“This mecting of the S.A.- Zionist Council 
representing all partics and shades of opin on 
within the Zionist Movement, pledges its wholc- 
hearted and undivided support for Hagana, and 
undertakes not to support by any means what- 
wever any organisation which does noi submit 
to Zionist discipline.’ (The italics are minc.) 


In reality, this resolution is litth more 
than a reaffirmation of the decisions 
taken by Congress in regard to the ter- 


rorists, which the Revisionists were 
obliged, by the disciplinary clause, to 
honour. lt remains to be seen now

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SHECHITA REPORT 


“DER Mensch ist was er |sst.” says the 
expressive German proverb, and man’s 
physical sustenance must necessarily be a 
matter of primary concern to him. No 
apology, therefore, is needed for reverting 
to a subject which, in these times of ration- 
ing and food shortage, cannot but occupy 
the thought of every citizen. And the diff- 


?¥ culties which are encountered by the general 


populace are greatly accentuated in the case 
of Jews who desire to conform to their 
religious dictary laws. The responsibility 
for looking after specifically Jewish interests 
in this connection is entrusted to the 
Shechita Board, which forms an integral part 
of the organisation of every Orthodox 
community. In the Metropolis, these duties 
devolve upon the London Board for the 
Affairs of Shechita, and for several years 
now public opinion has been critical in one 
way or another of the manner in which the 
Board has discharged its functions. Such 
criticism was again voiced at last week's 
Council meeting of the United Synagogue. 
After an animated debate, the following 
resolution was passed by substantial 
majority : 

“That the representatives of the United 
Synagogue on the Board for the Affairs of 
Shechita shall, by one of their number, present 
to the Council at the first meeting to be held 


after Passover each year, an annual report on 
the work of the Board.” 

It is entirely proper that the United Syna- 
gogue should require such an annual report 
to be presented to them. The resolution 
was resisted by the Shechita Board's Presi- 
dent (Mr. Isaac Landau), by. tts Vice- 
President (Mr. Lionel L. Cohen), and by 
other of tts members. But their arguments 
were unconvincing and, therefore, failed to 
impress the Council. We are certarmly not 
unappreciative of the statement made by 
Mr. Landau that the meetings of the 
Shechita Board are fairly and accurately 
reported in this paper (That is only our 
duty.) But this fact in no way relieves the 
United Synagogue of the obligation to 
receive regularly a first-hand report regard- 
ing activities which so directly concern it as 
an Orthodox religious organisation. It. is 
common form at societies and institutions to 
receive regular reports, as on. the 
agenda of meetings, trom representatives 
they may have accredited to other organisa- 
tions. In any event, the widespread criti- 
cismgs that have been levelled against the 
Shechita Board make it, in present circum- 
stances, more necessary than ever for this 
procedure to be followed. 


Almost exwcetly two years ago-—in Febru- 
ary, 1946-—a Committee of Inquiry was 
appointed (by the Board itself) into the 
administration of the Board. of Shechita. 
Ihe matterewas then represented as being 
one of extreme urgency; nor has that 
urgency been lessened by anything that has 
since happened. Yet even now the Inquiry 
Committee's. report and recommendations 
have not been openly’ published. & 
certain. forbearance and patience was exer- 
cised by the community, since it was under- 
stood that this unsatisfactory state of affairs 
represented only the final stages preceding a 
new and reformed order. It was announced 
that the chief officers of the Board intended 
to resign in order to give an entirely free 
hand to their successors. With some 
astonishment, therefore (which later turned 
to scepticism), the community learnt that, 
at the Board's meeting in September last, 
substantially the. same Executive was re- 
elected for a further two years. All 
ihis is. most mystifying to the Jewish 
public. After all, it is the ordinary house- 
holders and housewives in our community 
who are primarily interested in thé efficient 
administration of the Shechita Board. 
Recently, their privations have increased 
again without any reason being offered by 
any responsible authority—or even by the 
butchers themselves. Shoppers have been 
coolly informed by the butcher in recent 
weeks, “ You are entitled to only 7d. worth 
of meat,” or even, “ There is no ration avail- 
able this week.” Such observations are 
impertinent in every sense of the werd, since 
no official intimation has been issued. by the 
Ministry of Food about any reduction of the 
authorised ration. Hf there are unavoidable 
acasonal variations in the amount of meat 


available, with consequent inroads on the 
legal ration, then the public has a right to 
be informed. At the same time, the black- 
market poultry racket continues unchecked, 
Indeed, its malpractices are more dangerous 
than ever now that the Beth Din and 
Kashrus Commission are alleged to have 
unilaterally withdrawn from their agreement 
with the Board of Deputies to enforce 
austerity at festive gatherings. For all these 
reasons, the United Synagogue’s resolution 
will be warmly welcomed by the general 
mass of the community. It may even prove 
to be the first step towards the Inquiry 
.Committee’s long-shelved report being 
made public and its recommendations dis- 
cussed in full, with a view to action where 
needed. 


FUNDS NEEDED 


AN impressive personal message has been 
issued to the Anglo-Jewish Community by 
Dr. Chaim Weizmann in support of the 
Emergency Campaign launched last week 
for the Joint Palestine Appeal. The Appeal 
hopes for a response in this country to the 
tune of £2,500,000—five times the amount 
ever collected before for any similar call. 
As Dr. Weizmann says, the historic decision 
of the United Nations, “greater in tts 
solemnity, and perhaps more momentous in 
its consequences than even the return from 
Babylon, has fired the imagination and 
stirred the ardour of every veritable Jew.” 
He c@m on: 


“ The honour that has fallen to us ts great, 
but the responsibility is heavy. It could be no 
light task to build up a State under the most 
favourable conditions and with general. sym- 
pathy and co-operation, but we are not spared 
enemies, and, ‘ike our forefathers, we shall have 
to build with one hand and defend ourselves 
with the other. The full weight of the task 
falls upon our people in Palestine. They are 
giving of their blood, as of their substance, 
and in full measure without stint or hesitauon. 
They took to every Jew in the Dispersion to 
support them to free them for the supreme con- 
structive strugzle they are carrying through to 
victory on behalf of us all, and to bring home 
at last the refugees who have waited so long 
for deliverance.” 


Whatever may later be decided or nego- 
tiated by an established Jewish Government 
of a Jewish State in the way of international 
loans and credits, the blunt fact remains 
that, just as the building up of the Yishuv 
has proceeded for the past half-century or 
more on the contributions of Jews all over 

e world, so must it continue at least 
ne the time being to depend largely on 
increased support from the. same sources. 
This has keen fully realised by the Jews of 
America, who are to raise the unprecedented 
sum of $250,000,000 (£62,500,000) for their 


>» own United Jewish Appeal. The needs are 


apparent. The economy and material and 
human structure of Palestine must continue 
to be built up if the coming State ts to rest 
on a firm foundatien. Chalutzic enthusiasm 
itself has performed miracles, but there will 
be more and more outside help needed as 
immigration proceeds. The United Nations 
suggested last November that the Manda- 
tory Power should evacuate a seaport and 
hinterland suflicient to provide facilities for 
sich imn\eration not later than February | 
—two mo from now. Although it is to 


_be regretted that nothing of this nature 


appears yet to have been done, the fact 
remains that sooner or later substantial 
Jewish immigration must take place. — It is, 
therefore, imperative that adequate prepara- 
tions be made for the-economic absorption 
of the newcomers. : 

With all that said and agreed, however, a 
word must be added on the regrettable 
refusal on the part of the J.P.A. authorities 
to turn the Appeal once more into a 
“ United” appeal by the inclusion of the 
Mizrachi (many of whose outlying colonies 
in Palestine are bearing the brunt of the 
Arab attacks). The Mizrachi are justified 
in making their own appeal to the com- 
munity in the circumstances, but the whole 
position would undoubtedly be much 
strengthened if the public were to know 
that there was one comprehensive Palestine 
appeal. 

Yet, although the community will no 
doubt respond with alacrity to this appeal, 
there are many donors whose enthusiasm 
would be greater if they could be assured 
that the policy being pursued by the Jewish 
Agency was animated by the high 
standard oj statesmanship which the United 
Nations’ historic decision demands.

FAIR DEALING 


ANOTHER instance of intolerance and racial 
animosity from a quarter whence it should be 
least expected, is found in the parish magazine 
of the Rector of Christ Church, Brondesbury, 
London, N.W., the Rev. J. W. Huxley-Williams, 
who maintains that “the only people who can 
prevent the rising tide of hatred from over- 
whelming them are the Jews themselves.” The 
“evidence ” he adduces for this statement is 
that to be “Jewed” is to be given a wrong 
deal, and that a friend of the Rector’s writes 
in his diary every New Year's Day: “ Remem- 
ber that the Jew is a man who is out to get 
the better of you.” Those of us who, unlike 
the Rector, arrive at our conclusions with the 
aid of reason rather than that of prejudice 
may recall that in English dictionaries the defi- 
nition of the verb “to welsh” is not very 
different from that of the verb “to jew.” We 
may also find ourselves obliged to conclude 
that the data supplied by Mr. Huxley-Williams 
constitutes a criticism not so much of Jews as 
of the compilers of dictionaries and of the 
reverend gentleman's anonymous friend whose 
diary records his generous impulses. Clearly 
we are not alone in this view, since Mr. Huxley- 
Williams's local paper, the WILLESDEN 
CHRONICLE, finds it necessary in a leader to chide 
him for encouraging racial animosity, while at 
the same time tt maintains the right to the free 
expression of opinion. The’Rector, of course, 
lives in a district where there is a proportion- 
ately large number of Jews; and the Rev. W. 
). Watson (as reported elsewhere in this issue) 
has pointed out that “a parson who conceived 
the idea that he could do nothing because there 
were a large number of Jews in his neighbour- 
hood was inevitably going to get a strong 
prejudice.” Yet even where the number of 
them, compared with the general population, 1s 
very small, still the Jews do not escape calumny. 
Some months ago, it will be recalled, Mr. 
James Caunt rejoiced in the MORECAMBE AND 
District Visiror that his area was almost 
“ sudenrein.” One would expect, therefore, 


‘that Morecambe would be an Elysium of 


honesty and fair dealing, and that the black- 
market would be merely one of those horrors 
of which one reads as afflicting less fortunate 
localities: Yet we see in the SUNDAY EXPRESS 
that “after raids by food enforcement officers 
on hotels in Morecambe, the local telephone 
exchange had its busiest time since the war 
dealing with warning calls by friends,” and vast 
quantities of black-market goods were given 
away, hidden, or destroyed. Not even the 
most rabid anti-Semite, it would appear, could 
accuse Morecambe’s handful of Jews of 
responsibility for this wholesale law-breaking. 
So we see that Jews. whether numerous or few 
in. numbers, are-—as usual—the scapegoats. 
“ They must undergo a change of heart and 
realise that in business, for example, there must 
be fair and square dealing,” writes the Rector 
of Chrnst Church. Quite so, Mr. Huxley- 
Wilhams. But who are “ they”? 


CONFUSION OF RESPONSIBILITIES 


OnE of the most disturbing factors in the 
present Palestine situation is the apparent con- 
fusion of responsibilities in the Jewish camp. 
To the distant onlooker it must seem as if a 
series of private “ wars” on the Chinese pattern 
were going on. It is unfortunate that the 
Jewish Agency, as the forerunner of the future 
Government of the Jewish State, does not 
exercise a more clearly defined authority. 
Nobody seems to know, for example, exactly 
what Hagana’s position is, and who is respon- 
sible for it. On occasions mysterious “ spokes- 
men of Hagana statements of policy 
which are generally accepted as the pronounce- 
ments of the organised Jewish Community in 
Palestine, as Hagana has often been deseribed 
as the official armed force of the Agency and 


‘as the skeleton of the future army of the Jewish 


State. But it is not clear whether the Jewish 
Agency identifies itself with these statements. 
The body elected by the Zionist Congress and 
responsible for Jewish policy in Palestine ts 
not Hagana, but the Executive of the Jewish 
Agency. Has Hagana its own political policy, 
or is it only the technical military arm of the 
Jewish Agency? Are we going to have some 
sort of dual authority, with an independent 
military political body on the pattern of the 
famous Austrian “Heimwehr,” Which may 
commit the Zionist bodies beyond their own 
will? It is a situation to which the Jewish 
public at large, and not only in Palestine, can- 
not remain indifferent. The defence of the 
Yishuv is, of course, the paramount task at 
the present moment. But it is obvious that the 
constant preaching of “ activism” has created 
an atmosphere where no para-military organisa- 
tion can easily withstand the temptation to over- 
There ts, too, the case of the 
unfortunately phrased letter addressed recently 
to the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN by the Executive 
of the Palestine Jewish Labour Federation 
(Histadrut), on the question of the defence of 
the Yishuv against the Arabs. What authority 
has the Histadrut to speak on behalf of Hagana 
or on behalf of the Jewish Community as a 
whole ? World public opinion regards the 
Jewish Agency as the “ shadow” Government 
of the Jewish State, and the Jewish institutions 
in Palestine must submit to the discipline of 


that body. 


DESCENT 


IN the Norwegian village of Grimsiig the 
trial has taken place—virtually unnoticed by 
the wider world—of a, very old man, who 
moral death occurred his politic! 
began. The 88-year-old Nobel Prize w inne, 
Knut Hamsun, novelist of renown, was o»’ 
tenced to pay a fine amounting to £20,000 fo, 
the crime of collaboration with the Nazi enemy 
during the war. During the rule of the notos. 
ous Quisling in Norway, Hamsun puhlisheg 
articles in which he looked forward to Hitler, 
victory and described the conflict as “a wir fo, 
gold and Jewish domination.” Roosevelt jy 
depicted as a Jew, Churchill as a representa. 
tive of the worst type of Englishman, and tig 
Archbishop of Canterbury as “a paid too” 
(With all his alleged contempt for gold. how. 
ever, Hamsun did not omit to fix maticrs g 
that his son Tore would be given a position g 
director of Norway's biggest publishing 
after the former owners had been deported ty 
a concentration camp.) Not only did the 
Norwegians reject with contumely Hamsyn’s 
contemptible views but they aiso rejected the 
man himself: the postal authorities were unable 
to cope with the flood of parcels sent to hic 
author—parcels from his gformer admirer 
returning to him copies of his famous work: 
“ Hunger,” “ Victoria,” “ Growth of the Soil” 
“The Last Chapter.” And the last chap@r 
proved indeed to be in the hitherto rich |ife of 
this once distinguished writer, who is moving 
towards the grave with bitterness in his heart 
a hatred for democracy, and a belief in the 
“ Nordic race.” Kout Hamsun provides one 
more melancholy example of the depths to 
which the dark emotions of anti-Semitis:: may 
drag even a noble mind. 


RELIGIOUS PERSECUTION 


JeEwRY requires to be read no lessons in the 
suffering caused by religious or racial persecu- 
tion; its education in this chapter of c¢\;:), w 
its never-ending sorrow, is complete. For 
centuries past it has endured the furies of its 
persecutors and their unrelenting torments, 
Jewry has survived, but it has learnt, from the 
fire of the stake and the crematoria, and the 
cyanide of the gas-chambers, to have’ the 
deepest sympathy and understanding for all 
people who likewise suffer on account of their 
religion or race. Jews, therefore, are much 
moved by the frequent reports o! the 
persecution of Christians in Eastérn Europe, 
Such persecutions, no matter what political 
quarrels may occur between the Churches 
and the State authorities in differen: coun- 
tries, are immoral manifestations. mus! 
join with our non-Jewish neighbours in 
any protest which may -be made against 
religious persecution in Eastern’ Furope. 
The matter is one which would justify the atten: 
tion and investigation of such a body as the 
Council of Christians and Jews, which, because 
of its work, deserves more support from. the 
Anglo-Jewish Community than it has hiiherto 
received. Its objects are of the noblest order, 
rendered simply in the phrase “to combat 
religious and racial intolerance.” On this side 
of the “iron curtain,” through such bodies, the 
realisation is growing, slowly but, one trusts, 
surely, that the behest “ Love thy neighbour a 
thyself” is the basis of all religion and the 
common denominator of all creeds. Is 11 too 
much to hope that the realisation of that idea! 
will soon become universal? > 


A CENTURY AFTER 


JUST a century ago was a time of awakening 
throughout Europe. In one country allel 
another, the forces of democracy rose in popular 
revolt against reactionary governments. Al 
though at the outset successful, they were pre 
sently suppressed. Yet the struggle Was not 
in vain, for the conceptions of political treccom 
and national independence which were ‘hen 
asSerted have since exerted a mighty influcnee 
on the course of history. The events of !54 
were everywhere of the greatest significance i 


the Jewish struggle for emancipation. In Franct, 


Adolphe Crémieux was a leader of the i!!-/ated 
Second Republic, whose ideals he championed 
with matchless courage and devotion. He never 
ceased to claim for his coreligionists in .nce 
and other lands the fullest human rights. Ihe 
short-lived revolution in Germany was largely 
inspired by the writings of Ludwig Bérne ane 
Heinrich Heine. More active leaders wer 
Gabriel Riesser and Johann Jacoby, who worked 
for the political emancipation of all Germans, 
Jews, and Christians alike, The disappoinimen 
of their hopes afterwards led many Jews 4n 


others to emigrate to the U.S.A. and else a 


where. In the Austrian Empire, the fighters tof 
liberty included such prominent Jewish feure 
as Adolf Fischof, Moritz Hartmann, 4 

Their courage proved 
availing at the time, although they #e "0% 
honoured as the pioneers of freedom. In Italy, 
Manin and Maurogonato and Isaac Artom wefé 
among many illustrious Jewish names assoc alee 
with the gallant but unsuccessful beginnings ol 
the Risorgimento. The gates of the Roma 
Ghetto were opened—but only temporarily: 
and there and elsewhere the Jewish caus 
suffered in the reaction which followed the 
collapse of the revolutions of 1848. Eventually, 
Jewish and general emancipation won the ay. 
But the sad relapse of more recent years © 
minds us how vigilant the defenders of deme

The philosopher, Plato wrote, is the 
spectator Of all time and all existence. 
It is no surprise, then, that the problems 
he tes to solve, e.g., the destiny of 
man, good and evil, order and liberty, 
have a perennial place in the systems of 
great thinkers. In a brief preface to this 
new biography of Spinoza, Professor 
Finstein remarks on the parallel between 
ihe spiritual distress through which 
Spinoza won his way to peace of mind 
and that upheaval of ideas which has 
troubled Western civilisation in our own 
days. True, a man’s thought cannot 
escape the impact of the political and 
historical trends of his own age. But if 
the form varies, the matter persists. 

Spinoza’s life, outwardly, was unevent- 
ful, even obscure. Excommunicated 
from the Jewish Community of Amster- 
dam, he retired to the country, earned 
a livelihood by grinding lenses, endured 
poverty without loss of courage, and 
devoted himself to deep and abstract 
reflection. A disease of the lungs was 
worsened by the glass dust he con- 
stantly breat , and he died when only 
44. Yet the philesophical achievements 
of this Jewish thinker have a sweep and 
daring and majesty that can scarcely be 
paralleled in Western speculative thought. 

Mr. Kayser’s new biography has many 
novel features. It provides a fuller his- 
torical background than is usually avail- 
able, tells the story of the Marranos, 
their quest for liberty in the Netherlands, 
the early training of Baruch Spinoza, his 
break from Orthodoxy, and his intellec- 
tual and spiritual travail. It is perha 
ioo uncritical, lacking licht and shade. 
But is presents a fascinating picture, 
scholarly and authentic. 


Human Thought and the Divine 


Ernst Cassirer, one of the most emi- 
nent Jewish thinkers of the last genera- 
trom, died in 1945, having spent the last 
few years of his life in the United States. 
In Germany he had writien mainly on 
Kant, but his philosophical outlook was 
unusually wide, and his writings revealed 
profound historical scholarship as well as 
penetrating intellectual criticism. In the 
dark, troubled years of the war he was 
persuaded to write on the deeper causes 
of the political conflict and on the 
revolution of our time, and this, his last 
book, on “ The Myth of the State.” 1s 
the result. 

It is a brilliant work. Though pro- 
found and scholarly, it is eminently 
readable too. Cassirer examines the 
historical background of political theory, 
from Plato, through Dante and Machia- 
velli, down to modern times. . He takes 
up the rise of the totalitarian ideal in 
the 19th century, analyses the “ Great 
Man” theory of history associated with 
Carlyle, and notes the influence of 
Gobineau’s Essay on Racial Inequality. 
In the light of his historical survey the 
meaning of the conflicting ideologies ot 
the present day begins to be seen in 
proper perspective. Cassirer is judicious, 
not propagandist. His aim is to analyse 
and understand, not to grind a political 
axc. 

What is the outcome of it all? 
Spinoza’s picture of the world is pre- 
sented in cold, intellectual, mathematical 
language, and with stark logical analysis, 
yet his whole construction is inspired by 
that religious faith and mood which was 
part of his Jewish heritage. Cassirer 
draws no conclusions from his historical 
survey. Yet one can glimpse something 
of his belief in a finely-drawn contrast 
between Greek intellectualism and the 
prophetic religion of the Hebrews. The 
attempt to solve the eternal problems of 
philosophy ,through Reason has its 
limitations. “Tt is from God Himself, 
from the revelation “of His will, not 
from dialectic, that man has to learn 
good and ‘evil.” That sums up the 
message of these two great Jewish 
thinkers.

Sin,—It is sad to see a scholar of the 
reputation and capability of Mr. Max 
Beloff lending his authority to the propa- 
ganda of half-truths now being directed 
against the embryonic Jewish State. lt 
is even more sad to find the “ organ of 
British Jewry,” as you describe Your- 
selves with justifiable pride, your 
editorial endorsement to Mr. Bélofl's dis- 
ingenuous attack upon the Jewish Agency 
at the moment of its supreme Crisis. 

If ever there was a time when every 
ounce of moral and material support 
should be forthcoming from Jews in this 
country for Jewish Palestine, it is the 
present. Yet Mr. Beloff has chosen just 
this moment to recapitulate in your 
columns the arguments of the Foreign 
Office, of the anti-Zionists of Chatham 
House, and, in the last analysis, of the 
Arab Office itself. He has, in effect, 
done something, which | am sure was 
furthest from his intention. He has 
provided aid and comfort to the enemies 
of the Jewish State, which is now 
struggling to be reborn. 

it if the cynicism for Mr. 
Beloff to dismiss he majority decision 
of the United Nations to re-create a 
Jewish State as a “ hollow triumph.” Mr. 
Beloff is a historian, who appears to have 
lost his sense of history. Your own 


‘columns have recorded the great upsurge 


of emotion, tempered by sober realisa- 
tion of the hard road ahead, with which 
Jews and _ their everywhere 
greeted the historic General Assembly 
vote for partition. 

No responsible Jewish leader has ever 
suggested, as Mr. Beloff charges, that 
Arab opposition to the foundation of the 
Jewish State would be negligible. Mr. 
Beloff appears to have forgotien the Arab 
disturbances of 1921 and 1929, and the 
guerrilla war ,of 1936-39. It ts, fortun- 
ately, quite clear that the %Seaders of 
Palestine Jewry, who are nearer the 
scene of action than Mr. Beloff is at 
Oxford, have not forgotten. Hence the 
existence of Hagana, of whose origin 
Mr. Beloff as a student of contemporary 
history cannot be ignorant.

It is unforturtate that Mr. Beloff has 
chosen the unhappy events at Aden to 
illustrate his argument that Jewish 
security outside of Palestine is now in 
jeopardy. The peace and security of 
Aden are a British responsibility, as they 
were at Tripoli. In spite of the violent 
words of Arab leaders in Lebanon, Syria. 
lrag, and other Arab lands, nothing com- 
arable with the tragic events at Aden 
and Tripoli has taken place in any in 
dependent Arab State. 

Mr. Belofi's argument leads him into 
a monstrous serics of damaging aliega- 
lions against the men oS will occupy 
the leading positions in t new Jewish 


State. These men need no defence by 
this writer. Much more seripus is the 
effect Mr. Beloffs article may have 


among our British fellow-citizens. He 
goes so far as to accuse British Zionist 
gaders of being “ unwilling or unable 
(oO prevent a series of despicable murders 
of British soldiers and administrators. 
Can wresponsibility go further? Can 
there be anything more hurtful to the 
Jewish Community than this reckless 
allegation made by a British Jew?

ship. The fact is, as Mr. Beloff should 
have been at pains to ascertain, that Dr.

Ik 
is very diflerent from that proposed by 
Mr. Beloff. It is to exert its every effort 
to ensure that our best hope in 2,000 
years is not snuffed out by cowardice 
and casuistry, speaking in the name of 
“common sense and moral precepts.”

IN SEARCH OF THE EAST END @Q) 


By A. B. LEVY 


The first article in this series. was printed 


in fast week's issue 
IKE the Free School, the Board of 
Guardians, on the west side of 
Middlesex Street, was founded y 
the Great Synagogue, where its first 


meeting was held in 1859. As a result ol 
the Exodus from the East End, the 
Board’s many welfare and rehef activities 
are now spread over Lendon. One call 
by a “ Visitor’ to-day may take as much 
time as six East London visits. For new 
hostels, homes, and housing projects, the 
Board has gone to distant parts of the 
metropolis. . The proportion of wellare 
work has increased, but the notion that 
relief is no longer needed is a mistaken 
one. Several hundred recipients still 
attend the Board 

And another organisation, the Soup 
Kitchen, though it does not issue soup 
these days, gives tinned foods, potatoes, 
bread, cereals, tea, and coffee to about 
250 families, whose rep esentatives yoy 
can see queuing in Brune Street, on the 
Bell Lane side of the Free School. 


Symagogue Links 


Before one leaves the Bishopsgate end 
of “ the Lane,” there are two synagogues 
among the narrow streets there that call 
for notice. The Sandy’s Row Synagogue 
is typical of the links which sull connect 
the one-time East Ender with his erst- 
while neighboyghood and traditions. The 
Dutch Jews ha¥e nearly all left Aldgate. 
yet this little synagogue, where many of 
them worshipped, has greatly increased 
its membership—to_700. Its old members 
remain attached to*it, their sons join it, 
but ali live far away and attendances are 
meagre. 

In Artillery Lane, the synagogue, 
damaged 1n the “ blitz,” is now a store- 
house for fruit. Those two bearded 
figures a few yards away are not Hebrew 
but Hindu. Their turbans are the first 
of many you will see emerging from 
Aldgate houses and shops that were 
formerly Jewish. 

Yet Judaism has not entirely gone 
from Artillery Lane. The Wayside 
Pulpit, on the walls of the fruit ware- 
house, still has its fortnightly text affixed 
by the Committee for Proclaiming Jewish 
Ethics. The passer-by, he Christian 
or Jew, Hindu or Moslem, is advised to 
do justly, to love mercy, and to walk 
humbly with his God. 

Proceeding towards Wentworth Sireet 
which easy if it isn’, Sunday—your 


atiention is held by the sandwich caters 
at Barnett’s. a large proportion of them 
non-Jewish City workers. The century- 
old establishment, now presiied over by 
a grandson of * Uncle Manney '-—he 1s 
Emanuel Barnett Lyons, D.F.C., Trea- 
surer of the Jewish Ex-Servicemen s 
Association—sends its weekly meat 
rations to families dispersed not only 
throughou; London but throughout 
England: a reminder that many tas! 
Enders have remained in evacuation 
centres in the Home Counties and more 
distant parts. 

Out of pity for the gastronome we 
must not let the memory linger here, -o1 
we should, have to recall such things as 
patties and pies and smoked lamb, and 
tongue and chicken in glass containers 
~.. but to go on would be cruel. Yet 
even if we turn from Barneti’s we must, 
to be faithful to our. thenfe,: note the 
departure of the. stuffed monkeys and 
bolas that were obtained at Monnicken- 
dam’s and Bonn’s, not to mention ihe 
cup of chagolate yeu drained beiore 
leaving with your rich confection. 

This is, indeed, the carner for recalling 
Olav Hashalom days, the chief memory 
being of the jostling crowds of Chametz 
Batiel Night, secking fun ‘and Passover 
fare. 


lhe Shopping 


If many of those good things to eat 
are now only memories, there are still a 
number of tasty purchases io be made 
in Wentworth Street; and people come 
many miles to make them. The East 
End is the link. Here's a shopper from 
Hendon calling for the week’s ration of 
groceries. And the grocer, when he has 
attended to the order and to orders from 
Willesden, Highgate, and Edgware, locks 
up his shop and goes home «qa, Hamp- 
stead Garden Suburb. 

Or, it may be, Brighton—whither, 
after putting up the shutters of a coat 
and dress shop, Mr. Bubley goes, unless 
there is a table-tennis engagement. (Last 
week, Mr. Bubley retained his “ Metro- 
politan ’’ championship; and was picked 
again to play for England—at Wembley 
next month.) 

If you are hereabouts at midday, the 
hurry-scurry is almost what it used to be. 
Onc explanation is that the working 
population of the East End is still large 
--jn some trades even larger than of yore

If the number of Jews in Stepney to- 
day is 25,000—the figure ts a rough 
estimate arrived at during the conversa- 
uons at the Council—and the Borough's 
total population ts approaching 100,000.

their proportion among the population. 
From dustman to Mayor (there have 
been mine Jewish Mayors), the Jew 
appears to be playing an adequate part 
m the civic life of Stepney. 

Ir was not always so. But then he 
was not always welcomed. His full civic 
emancipation seems to have been 
achieved only after the 1914-18 war. 
There were no Jewish dustmen before 
that period, and if is since then that all 
mine mayors have been elecited—follow- 
ing, as it happens, the mayorally of 
Alderman Clement Attlee in 1920. Last 
year's Mayor was Mr. Maurice Zeital, an 
old Brady boy; 16 years ago the office 
was held by Miss Miriam Moses, the 
devoted Warden of Brady Girls.

“DOMINATION BY COMMUNISTS ” 
Conservative Candidate's Allegation 


[From our Correspondent—MANCHESTER] 


Addressing a meeting in the Exchan 
division of Manchester last week, Mr. 
Keith Quas-Cohen, prospective Conser va- 
tive candidate, said: “If Jewish 
Community in -this area suffers the 
formation of Jewish organisations which 
are so-called anti-Fascist or ex-Service 
but which are in fact dominated by 
Communists and crypto-Communists, 
then more harm is going to be done by 
that than can ever be done by the present 
weak and ineffective Fascist forces in 
this 

Mr. Quas-Cohen told me he was refer- 
ring to the North Manchester Anti- 
Fascist Committee (of which he himself 
is Vice-Chairman), which was formed 
recently at a conference called by the 
Sydney Frankenberg branch of the 
British Legion. Many members of the 
committee are, in his opinion, Com- 
munists or crypto-Communists, although 
they may be representing — 
which are not Communist. Quas- 
Cohen also’ considered that it was a 
dangerous procedure for the Sydn 
branch (or for any 4 


of the British Legion) to dabble in poli- 
tics. The Communists were; he said, 
trying to infiltrate jnto every organisation. 

rile was, he said, also referring to the 
Union of Jewish Ex-Servicemen.

100 at “ Sit-Down ” Meals 


A final scheme for austerity catering 
has been agreed upon in the Mancheste: 
rea. This was announced at the monthly 
mecting of the Council of Manchester 
and Salford Jews,. held on Sunday, by 
Councillor S$. C. Hamburger. 

The scheme provides that not more 
than 100 should be present at a ~ sit- 
down" meal; that no meat or offal 
should be served either as carcase meat 
or in sandwiches, but poultry is permis- 
sible; and that there should be a maxi- 
mum of 300 people at a reception. 

Councillor Hamburger said that when, 
two months ago, they had arranged a 
scheme, they realised that if they were 
not prepared to concede the use of 
poultry to the caterers they would not 
be able to come to an agreement with 
them.

“ANTI- FASCIST LAW 
NEEDED” 


Mr. Pritt Talks About\His 
Bill 


[from our 


Mr. D. N. Pritt, K.C., M.P., spoke on 
“ Fascism and the Law” to a special 
meeting of the Merseyside Branch of the 
Association of Jewish -Ex-Servicemen at 
the Max Morris Hall last weck. Mr. G. 
Bean presided. 

He had found, said Mr. Pritt, from 
his experience of lecturing on this sub- 
ject, that general working-class audiences 
were in favour of legislation against 
Fascist activities, while Jewish audiences 
were more mixed. 

Government opposed legislation 
on the ground that it was unnecessary, 
that it violated democratic traditions and 
ree speech, and that there were tco 
many difficulties. His reply was that 
there was nothing .undemocratic im limit- 
ing the expression of opinion of those 
who, Win power, would do away with 
democracy itself, 


Favoured by People 


There was a real chance of success for 
4 proposition to restrain Fascist activity 
now, aS most sections of the community 
would be in favour. As to the Govern- 
ments objection that legislation was not 
feasible, it was Mr. Pritts opinion that 
the difficulties could be overcome. 

In his Bill, he. said,..he had listed a 
certain number of activitics «40 be pro- 
hibited, together with. any organisation 
encouraging such activities; persons 
involved would be prohibited {rdm 
political activities for a certain period. 
There was a. clause against anti-racial 
activity. It was also thought that driving 
the Fascists underground would make 
them more dangerous, but experience had 
shown that driving them underground 
had the effect of destroving thei 
organisation

£21,000 for Emergency

Glasgow Jewry expressed its deter- 
mination to stand by the Yishuv by sub- 
scribing nearly half of the city’s target 
of £50,000 last Sunday, when the local 
Joint Palestine Appeal Commitice 
launched its drive in support of the 
Emergency Campaign.

Mr. Locker at Poale Zion

More than 1,500 people packed the 
Palace Theatre, London, on Sunday at 
the Palestine rally organised by the Poale

Mr. lan Mikardo, M.P., who presided, 
said jit was now more than ever necessary 
that Zionists, and especially members of 
the Poale Zion, should greatly increase 
their support for the Left-wing Zionist 
movement in Palestine.

Attempts had been made to minimise 
the moral value of the United Nations 
decision, sand Mr. Locker. The Arabs 
had made a great fuss about the pressure 
which was supposed to have been put on 
certain States. Although such States as 
Liberia and Haiti could have prevented 
the immediate acceptance of the plan. 
that was not the whole story. Pressure 
was not one sided, and there were many 
political and economic threats by the 
Arabs. yet in spite of them the nations 
of the world had decided for a Jewish 
State. It was a great triumph for the 
Jewish cause. He aid = tributes\. to 
American Jews,. to merican Latour 
Organisations, and also to British Jews, 
who, in spite of their difficult position as 
British citizens, had stood up for the 
Jewish cause. He was.also thankful foi 
the help given by the majority of Jewish 
Members of Parliament. 


Right to Self-Defence 


An international force to 
partition would be very welcome. but it 
was not absolutely vital; if it could not 
be supplied, the Jews could defend ithem- 
selves. They claimed the right to sell- 
defence and to be helped with the supply 


of arms. 


A muschicevous campaign had been 
going on to the effect that the Yishuv 
would support this or that great Power, 
he continued. The Yishuv was grateful 
to the great Powers, but they were not 
going to be the tools of any of them. 
The Jewish State would be a very small 
Siate, and would not be able to play ihe 
role of a great Power. 

The Jews demanded three things, de- 
clared Mr. Locker in conclusion. They 
wanted arms, they demanded that the 
Palestine administration should fulfil its 
promise to maintain law and order as 
long as it was in Palestine, and they 
asked that the United Nations Commis- 
sivn should arrive in Palestine as soon as 
possible and thar all the dates on the 
transference of power, including the pro- 
vision of a port and a-hinterland for 
immigration, by February 1, should be 
adhered to.

Hatikvah

State stands for national and religious, social. 
and cultural freedom and equality, and that in 
it all the inhabitants will be assured of work, 
of bread. and of education for their children. 

Remember that only by fraternal alliance with 
the Jewish worker can your livelihood and wel- 
fare. your liberty and honour, your future. and 
the future of your children be assured. Work 
together with us for the unity of Arab and 
Jewish workers. for a life of true peace and 
happiness!

To the Editor of Tue Jewish 


Sr.—As a former student, who has 
served on executive committee of 
the Inter-University Jewish Federation, 
as well as on that of his college Socialist 
society, may | be permitted to join in 
the correspondence about the Jewish 
Labour Students’ Association? 

Any student, Jewish or otherwise, who 
wishes to support the Labour movement 
in this country, will be welcomed as a 
member of his college Socialist society, 
which he will find affiliated to the 
nationally organised Student Labour 
Federation. If, on the other hand, he 
wishes to join a Jewish students’ cltb, 
there is plenty of scope for his activities 
in societies affiliated to the Inter-Univer- 
sity Jewish Federation.

Further, it would appear doubtful 
whether those students who are too far 
Rcsimilated to wish to join the LU J.F., 
will wish to join any other Jewish 
society even if it forswears its Jewishness 
in order to propound the doctrines of a 
particular political party. Such people 
will join the Student Labour Federation 
alone, and will do so, not as Jews, but 
as SdOcialists. 

Sudents who have political opinions 
at the same time as being Jews, will find 
that there is sufficient freedom (or should 
I say “ divergence?) of thought in the 
1-U.J.F. for any Jew, whatever his politi- 
cal or religious views. All members of 
the 1.U.J.F. are free to joi any other 
society they fancy, including, of course, 
the various political parties. 

1 submit, Sir, that such organisations 
as the Jewish Labour Students’ Associa- 
tion are not only unnecessary, but may 
even prove harmful to those of us who 
wish to maintain a balance between our 
Jewish and non-Jewish activities.

“IN SEARCH OF THE 
EAST END” 


300 Years Ago 


From Mr. WILFRED S. SAMUEL 
To the Editor of THe Jewisn CHRonicLe 


Sir,—In the opening article of this 
most promising serics by Mr. A. B. Levy 
it is Stated that the synagogue in Cree- 
church Lane “was a Sefardi congrega- 
tion ” that remained in concealment until 
“the year of King Charles II's Restora- 
tion.” Certainly this was once 
accepted theory, but in 1922 documents 
were discovered (“ Transactions of the 
Jewish Historical Society, Vol. x., pp. 
1-147") which have been accepted ever 
since as showing that the synagogue was 
quite public during the Protectorate. It 
was opened early in 1657 at about the 
same time as the Sefardi burial ground, 
now to be found in the rear of 253, Mile 
End Road. Both events occurred during 
the lifetime of Oliver Cromwell and 
while Rabbi Menassch ben Israel was 
still in London. The Sefardim rented 
their first synagogue from the neighbour- 
ing parish church of St. Katherine Cree, 
whose bells were tolled for the first three 
Jewish funerals (August 4 and September 
9, 1657, and October 28, 1659). More- 
over, for the first of those burials the 
church lent the synagogue their new black 
hearse cloth. 

An earlier entry in the parish's account 
book (February or March, 1657) records 
an outlay of 3/- “ paid for warning the 
workmen before the Court of Aidermen 
that were Imployed in bualding the Jewes 
Synagogue.” The workmen had con- 
verted a cloth-worker’s dwelling-house 
into a first-floor synagoguc, with quarters 
for the Rabbi on the ground floor. Thus 
the account-book entry shows that not 
only the parish authorities but the Guild- 
hall authorities, too, and a group of 
workmen as well, all knew that a syna- 
gogue was if} the making. The wall tablet 
erected on the site in May, 1928, evidently 
escaped your contributor’s eye; it reads: 
“Site of First Synagogue after the 
Resettlement, 1657-1701. Spanish and 
Portuguese Jews’ Congregation.” Finally, 
a.Londoner’s letter of 1662 about the 
synagogue refers infer alia to the booths 
erected by the Jews for Succot, evidently 
in October, 1657; these were, however, 
south of the Thames.

“ PROFANE MUSIC IN SHOOL” 


Your correspondent, Mr. A. C. Lich- 
tig, is in error when he suggests. that the 
greater part of Nigunim sung to-day by 
chazanim, and also many of the tunes 
to which Zemirot are sung, originated 
from Polish and Russian folk songs and 
military. marches. The synagogue ser- 
vice is on the traditional Nusach 
Hatfillah prayer mode, which is said to 
be a development from Mosaic times. 
This theory is sustained by an examina- 
tion of the published works of the late 
Samuel Alman. This Nusach Hatfillah 
prayer mode has provided the basis for 
all Alman’s musical settings. But it is 
true to some extent that composers of 
synagogue music have been influenced by 
their times. This is apparent from 
Lewandowski's “Hallelujah” and Alman’s 
Mimkomo ” in his Kdushah “A,” and 
in certain parts of his wedding service. 
For a clearer understanding of the 
development of Zemirot it is worth 
reading the late Dr. Hertz’s prefatory 
note to the late Rev. H. Maycrowitsch’s 
Anthology of Zemirot “ Oneg Shabbos,” 
as well as the author's introduction to the 
anthology. It is to be regretted that no 
sertous study by scholars on the origin 
and development of Jewish music has 
taken place up till now. It will, there- 
fore, be interesting to know the results 
of the research which the Jewish 
Theological Seminary of America are at 
present conducting on Jewish music. It 
would also be heipful if our foremost 
theological seminary, Jews’ College, 
could set up a special department for a

MARMALADE 


Seville oranges are now available, and 
no doubt many housewives will want to 
make some marmalade. 


se : very sharp knife for shredding 


peel. 

Always cook very slowly until the 
peel is quite soft.

Mixed Froit Marmalade 


Three large (or 4 small) Seville oranges, 
one swett orange, 3 tangerines, 1 lemon 
if available. 

Wasu and dry fruit, cut in quarters, 
and remove the pips, put these in a small 
basin, and pour over 4 pt. cold water. 
Remove pulp from the fruit, cut in small 
pieces, and shred the rind finely. Weigh 
this and put into a bowl, adding 2 pints 
cold water to every pound. Cover and 
leave till the following day. Turn into a 
greased preserving pan, add the strained 
water from the pips and the pips tied 
in muslin; then boil very gently until the 

el is quite tender—at least 1} hours. 

hen remove pips, squeezing the bag 
well. Weigh the contents of pan and 
add 1} ib. sugar to‘every pound. Stir 
over a moderate heat till the sugar has 
melted, then bring to the boil and boil 
rapidly till it sets when tested. Start 
testing after 15 minutes. Turn into warm 
dry jars, cover at once with waxed discs, 
and tie down when cold. 


Orange Marmalade (1) 


Seville oranges 2 Ib., water 4 pints, 
sugar 4 Ib., | lemon or citric acid 
2 teaspoonfuls. 

PREPARE fruit as im previous recipe. 
Put the cut-up fruit and bag of pips in 
a bowl, pour over the water, and leave 
till the following day. Turn contents of 
basin ‘into greased presérving pan, bring 
slowly to the boil, then cook gently for 
14 hours. Remove the bag of pips, 
squeezing it well, add sugar, stir over 
a moderate heat till dissolved, then boil 
rapidly till it sets when tested. Start 
testing after 15 minutes. Pot and tie 
down as previous recipe. 


Orange Marmalade (2) 
Six Seville oranges (about 1} Ib.) or 


oranges and 1 lemon, water 2 pits., 


sugar 3 Ib 

WasH the fruit; put it into a saucepan 
with the water, put the lid on the pan, 
and simmer very gently for 2 hours. 
When cool enough to handle, cut up the 
fruit, remove pips, and boil these very 
gently in the water in which the fruit was 
cooked, for 5 minutes, then strain. 
Return water (oO the pan, add cut-up 
fruit and sugar. Stir till sugar has dis- 
solved, then boil rapidly till it_ sets 
when tested—about 20 minutes. Yield 
about 5 Ib

YEHUDA HALEVI AND 
ASSIMILA TIONISM 


(Ry a Jewtsn Curonicie Reporter] 


The views of Yehuda Halevi and his 
demand for a complete break with 
assimilationism and for self-realisation 
‘or every Jew in Palestine can be much 
better appreciated by the present than 
by former generations of Jews, declared 
Dr. Chaim Rabin, when he lectured on 
“Yehuda Halevi, the Philosopher oi 
Jewish Nationalism,” under the auspices 
of the East and West Library at the 
Anclo-Palestinian Club on Thursday of 
last week. Mr. M. Vilensky presided. 

Jews in Spain under the Arab occupa- 
rion assimilated as enthusiastically as did 
the Jews in later years in Germany and 
France, Dr. Rabin said. The Arabs of 
the Middle Ages who lived in Spain were 
brilliant and cultured men. The Jews. 
while regarding the Europeans as their 
inferiors, looked upon the Arabs as 
their equals and even superiors in some 
respects. When, later, Christian scholars 
came to Spain to learn about Arab cul- 
ture, it was to the Jews that they went 
to interpret it, and had it not been for 
the Jews the revival of learning which 
followed might never have happened. 


Steeped in the Bible 
dn ge was known of Yehuda Halevi 
at 


except 1 he was born in 1065 or 
1070, that he was a physician, wrote 
poetry and the “ Kuzari,” and that he 


disappeared after he set out to go to 
Palestine. From his works it was evident 
that he was steeped in the Bible and in 
Arabic learning. In the “ Kuzari,” a 
dialogue between a religious Jew and the 
King of the Chazars, he Jew—obviously 
meant to be Halevi himself—compietely 
breaks away from Arabic culture and 
takes an extreme and intransigent view of 
religion, finally announcing that he bs 
going to Palestine. 

Halevi's attack on the assimilated Jews 
whom he accused of selling their birth- 
right for a mess of pottage and his break 
with Arab culture was due, Dr. Rabin 
pointed out, to his belief ‘that the Jews 
were born with a special religious ability 
and that they could only fulfil their 
purpose in the world by speaking Hebrew 
and living in Palestine. He disagreed 
with those of his friends who said that 
the Jews should wait for the Messiah 
before going to Palestine. Only by 
vsomng to his land could a Jew attain sell- 
realisation.

* The only people who can prevent 
this rising tide of haired from over- 
whelming them are the Jews themscives,”’ 
writes the Rev. J. W. Huxley-Wilhams. 
Rector of Christ Church, Brondesbury, 
in his parish magazine. 

They must undergo a change of heart 
and realise that in business, for example, 
there must be fair and square dealing. 

“ Rightly or wrongly, to be * Jewed’ 
is to be given a wrong deal. It will take 
a long tre to eradicate this idea from 
the British mind. 

‘A friend of mine once told me that 
every New Year’s Day he wrote in his 
diary these words: * Remember that a 
Jew is a man who is out to get the 
better of you, As a business man. !

“It will take many years of square 
dealing to wash out stains like these, and 
it” cannot be done by resorting to Acts 
of Parliament for the suppression of anti- 
Jew feeling.” 


HANNAH HYAM 
MEMORIAL LECTURE 


[By a CHRONICLE Reporter) 


Dr. Alan Maberly gave the Hannah 
Hyam Memorial Lecture ai the Bernhard 
Baron St. George’s Jewish Settlement, 
Berner Street, E.1, last week. 

Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore, who pre- 
sided. recalled the memory of Hannah 
Hyam, and said that she had become an 
institution and in that way she provided 
that element of permanency that was 
stressed so much in the Curtis Report— 
the need which the child had for some- 
thing permanent. Of very few workers 
among children whom he had known 
could it be said more truly “ As a mother 
comforteth her children.” 

Dr. Maberly dealt with some of the 
common causes of maladjustment, and 
among the points stressed by him was 
that the child's education should fit it, 
wust as its clothes and shoes. Prevention, 
e urged, was what they should concen- 
trate on. The “ special” child must be 

icked out at an carly Stage belore 
breakdown occurred, They ought to 
take steps to single out and sift out that 
five per cent. who were not going to fit in 
and for whom normal provision was 
unsuitable. That meant special provision 
much earlier on.
